Ac- 
cording to a Chinese report, detailed 
regulations are being worked out by 
the Ministry of Justice to carry out 
the new judicial system and they are 
expected to be made public soon. 


It is now reported that the date for 
te-opening the Nantao District Court a 
in Shanghai has been postponed. It . 
will be recalled that recently officials 
of the “Reformeg Government” at 
Nanking decided to resume the opera- 
tions of the Nantao District Court on 
the New Year's Day. They have al- 
ready appointed a chief judge and 
chosen the site of a former primary 
school for the court. The opening day 
has now been postponed to February | ‘ 
1 of 1939. No Chinese report has so
